This is an appeal by the appellant from a Final Judg¬

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ARGUMENT. 

The brief of the Appellant in no manner answers the 
questions raised by the appellee in the lower Court, 
but seeks to bring in only bv reference several other 
causes in this Court, in which Appellant was a party. 

The brief rests solely on two points, namely, con¬ 
spiracy and fraud of the appellee and others, and 
inasmuch as neither of these issues is appropriate to 
the determination of this cause, no answer will be 
made thereto. 

That this matter has been fully determined will be

obvious by a brief reference to the case of Spruill v. 
Ballard , 64 D. C. App. 60, and to go beyond this would 
be unwarranted and a trespass upon the time of this 
Honorable Court. The decision of the lower Court 
should be affirmed.
